Officers lent 
to: Mr. ,T homas/Northy, Coaltable of Queen- 
bive-Ward \, 'who with. a. lufficient afiultance 
went» jato Ajught-Ricersvtrent toltheir Lol g- 
ing, -ahd. yory. luckily | foung them , helm 
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Five in Number, and of-both Sexes, Viz. 
"Three Men, and'I'wo Women ; whom they 
carried before the Right Worſhiptul , Sir 
William Turner, who after Examination (accor- 
ding to Juſtice) commitred chem to the com- 
mon Goal of Newgate. 

Acthe Seſſions held in the Old Bayly , begin- 
ning the Seventh day of this Inſtant March, The 
Five Priſoners aforeſaid were firſt call'd to the 
Barr, where accordingtothe cuſtome of Eng- 
landthey were bid to holg up their hands, and 
ask'd wherher Guilty or not Guilty, they all re- 
ply'd leverally, Not Guilty. After that the Wit- 
neſles were Sworn and Examined , who very 
manifeſtly proved the fa&t,the Woman and her 
Daughter where they lodg'd being two great 
Evidences againſt them. 

After thisthe principle of thoſe Malefators, 
a perſon very well known in court, having been 
Arraign'd at the lame Barr five or fix ſeveral 
times before, very confidently ſpeaks to the 
Benchinthis manner : My Lord, I own the - ks 
twas I, and this Man (pointing to one thatſtood 
by him arthe Barr) that rob'd my Lord Chancellor,

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and the other three ave clear of the fa&t, though I can- 
not ſay but they were Confederates with us in the con- 
cealment of the Prize after it was taken. This I de- 
clare (ſaid he) to the Honourable Bench, that I may 
be clear of the blood of theſe other three Per ſons. The 
Bench and all SpeRators elſe admir'd to hear 


him thus confidently declare himlelfguilrty be- 


fore Examination, knowing that the Fact was:
